It makes 
not only the proprietor of the establishment, 
but the lessee of the grounds, building, booth, 
or tent where pool-selling occurs liable to 
fine or imprisonment, or both.

It was absolutely impossible 
for the people in that vessel to keep clean, 
no matter how great their desire to do so. 
When we left the vessel I told the Captain 
that we should take care that he brought 
over no more people in the manner these

VEST’s OPINION OF CHICAGO, 


Mr. Vest went on to say that in no place in 
the United States were the extremes of life 
so thoroughiy developed as in the City of 
Chicago. There the pulace of the millionaire 
stood side by side with the hovel of the An- 
archist. There could be found the rushing, 
roaring life of legitimate business and all the 
unseen but deadly methods which had come 
upon our overgrown young civilization. The 
exposition was for the purpose of celebrat- 
ing a great discovery—the discovery of a 
New World with all its possibilities, uncer- 
tainties, and glories. For eighteen months 
he had been engaged in the humble task of 
attempting to discover why the meat prod- 
ucts of the great States of the West were so 
depressed; that the cattle-raiser did not re- 
ceive pay for his corn, his grass, and his oats, 
to — nothing of the time and attention de- 
vo to his pursuit. 

If his constituents could go to the City of 
Chicago they would see in the great Stock- 
Yards there the solution of the problem. 
Amid the bellowing of cattle and the grunt- 
ing of hogs they would fiad what had become 
of their cattle raised on the prairies und how 
their profits were lost to them. Or if they 
went into the wheat pit at Chicago they 
would there find, umid the bellowmeg of the 
bulls and the roaring of the bears (presided 
over by Old Hutch ), what had become of 
their wheat crops year after year. They 
might thus go on a voya of discovery for 
themselves, and he would place no obstacle 
in their paths. . : 

In Chicago the foreigner could see all the 
emergencies and periis of the com:ng future, 
and could see the first strain on American in- 
stitutions based on universal suffrage. He 
would find there a restiess and dangerous 
foreign population. For himself he did not 
object that foreigners should see that YS 
nomenal city of the Great West with all its 
wonderful features; but as a Senator he 
could nut give his vote under present condi- 
tions for a bill creating the Exposiuon in any 
city of the United States. He did not be- 
lieve that the Exposition could ever be a suc- 
cess. He believed as a practical business- 
man that it came too soon after the great 
Paris Exposition. In his honest judgment 
the people outside of the cities engaged in 
the contest did not care anything about the 
Exposition. 

Had the time come, he asked, when in this 
country the people had to be amused in their 
condituon of t pecuniary distress, of un- 
just laws, and of outrages perpetrated upon 
them! Had the time come when the United 
States was to follow the example of those 
countries of old which provided amusement 
for the people in the gladiatorial arena and 
in struggles with wild beasts in order to pre- 
vent them from criticising the laws of the 
country? The great novelist Bulwer had 
told them that when the volcanic ashes were 

uring down upon Pompeii and when the 

urid glare of the volcano lit up its temples 
and its false 8, reckless men even then 
burried through the streets with the heathen 
song upon their lips:

In conclusion Mr. Vest declared that the 
bill was a sensational measure got upin the 
light of conflict and rivalry between munici- 
palities.

SENATOR HAWLEY’S REPLY. 

Senator Hawley in a quiet way plucked 
feathers out of Mr. Vest’s soaring eagle. 
Regarding the assumption that the House 
was “coercing” the Senate he referred to 
the revenue bill wherein the Senate had set- 
tled that point by even denying the right of 
the House to exclusively originate revenue 
bills. As to the alleged opposition to the 
Fair it was strange that no one had appeared 
before the committee to voice that opposi- 
tion as a member of the committee. Senator 
Hawiey said he had not felt the 
question of location should be reopened 
alter che House had settled it. He 
knew of no one who did want that contest 
reopened, As to the bill itself he thought it 
was admirably drawn. The main provisions 
were then recited. Senator Hawley ex- 
plained how the committee had strengthened 
the bill, as they thought, in regard to the 
finencial responsibility. All that could be 
done in advance if an Exposition were to be 
hela had been done. He then referred to 
the veto power possessed by the Federal 
Commission. Everything had been done 
that it was possible to do in this 
line to guard the Government’s interests. 
Senator Hawley corrected some of Senator 
Vest’s mistakes in regard to previous exposi- 
tions. ine mistake at New Orleans, he 
said, had been commitied in trying to make 
what should have been a local exposition into 
a National, and Congress was drawn into it.

Give Chicago 
the chance it is entitled to,” said Senator 
Stewart, “by passing the bill as it came 
from the House. Then let other plans come 
in on their own merits.” 

Senator Chandler dissented radically from 
the Nevada Senator’s objections to the naval

SENATOR CULLOM SPEAKS FOR CHICAGO. 

Senator Culiom spoke brietiy of we fight 
in wnich Chicago had won the location. The 

uestion of the location of the Fair was 

rst brought up in the House of Representa- 
tives. The delegations representing the sev- 
eral cities were present, and were heard, 
fairly heard by the committees of the two 
Houses, so that there was no occasion for any 


-bad blood on the part of competing points. 


The bill finally came up in the House, and 
after considerable controversy and struggle 
the vote that was taken there located it in 
the City of Chicago. He had never heard 
anybody intimate that there was any unfair- 
ness on the part of the representatives of 
any of the cities competing for the Fair man- 
ifested in the contest. The vote was taken 
in the House of Representatives and it was 
deciaed in favor of Chicago. The American 

ple at home had acquiesced in that ver- 
ict as the verdict which was to determine 
the question. 

He wanted to say in behalf of Chicago and 
of Illinois that that city and that State 
would appreciate the honor, locating the 
Fair in Chicago, which will de con- 
ferred upon her if the biil becomes a law. 
He desired to state further in behalf of that 
great city that there is no purpose on 
the part of the people o Chicago 
either as an organized government or as 
a great mass of people other than to carry 
out to the very letter the piedges that have 
been made on their part to the committees 
of the two Houses of Congress. 

There is a purpose, on the other hand, of 
manifesting their appreciation of the honor 
conferred upon us by the location of the 
World’s Fair at Chicago by doing ail that lies 
in their power to make it, if possible, the 
greatest international exhibition that has 
ever been held in the history of the world. 

He desired to speak specially, however, for 
the peonle of IIlinois, of Chicago, of ewe, of 
Wisconsin, of Kansas, of Michigan, and Min- 
nesota, and Nebraska, and Colorado, and the 
Pacific States, as well as all the States east of 
Illinois, including Indiana and Ohio and 
reaching to the Allegheny Mountains, who 
have a special interest ig making the World’s 
Fair at Chicago a grand’ success, 

He had no doubt it would be done, and he 
simply desired to assure the Senate and the 
peopie of the United States that it is the one 
united prrpose of the people of Chicago and 
of Ilinois to make it a success if it is within 
their power to do 80. 

There is no disposition on their part, either 
in the city or in the State, to secure the loca- 
tion of the World's Fair without making it 
as grand a success as it is possible for money 
and for industry and energy to make it. 

The Senator from Missouri (Mr. Vest) 
seems, when the name of Chicagois men- 
tioned, to be seized with a sort of hydropho- 
bia. It affects him like shakingared flag 
in the face of a bull. He at once becomes 
excited and proceeds to attack Chicago. The 
Senator from Missouri savs nis people were 
in doubt whether they would ratber go to 
Chicago or Hades, which raises the question 
which piace he represents on this floor. He 
ought to represent his people, but the people 
of Missouri will be at that Show,“ as he 
calls that great Exhibition in Chicago, by the 
tens of thousands whether he wants 0 lo- 
cated there or not. 


MR. BLAIR CHIPS IN. 

Senator Blair didn’t feel any interest in the 
rivairy between the city of Hades and Chi- 
cago, but he was inclined to think the Mis- 
souri Senator leaned towards Hades. For 
himself he preferred Chicago. 

Senator Vest—Has the Senator heard the 
recent election news from Chicago? 

Senator Blair—Well, if it's gone Demo- 
cratic there isn’t much difference between 
the two places. 

Senator Biair objected to the naval review 
because it encouraged war instead of peace. 
He offered an amendment to include an exhi- 
bition of the public schools and a review of 
the public school children of the country in 
Chicago. He also wanted a statue of Queen 
Isabella as well as of Columbus.

This was 
done—yeas 33, nays 15.

THEY OPPOSE THE WINDOM BILL, 
— — 
Republicans in the House Atalnst the See- 
rotary Plan. 

Wasmxorox, April 21—The Republican 
members of the House held a caucus tonight 
to receive the report of its committee on 
tne silver question. Every one expected 
a lively time, and the expectation was real- 
ized. presentative Henderson of Illinois 

resided, and there was a good attendance. 

hairman Conger of the Coinage Committee 
opened the proceedings by presenting the re- 
port of tne committee. 

The six members of the Caucus Committee 
who refused to accede to the majority report 
favoring tne modified Windom bill were 
Representatives Perkins of Kansas, 
Bartine of Nevada, Wickham of Ohio, 
Carter of Montana, Taylor of Ir 
nois, and Henderson of Iowa. They 
represented the Western sentiment and had 
a proposition of theirown to offer which was 
submitted b ‘sentative Perkins. It 
was set forth as a compromise measure, and 
in fact is a composite of the Senate and 
House committee bills. It preserves the 
teature of the Senate bill which provides 
for the purchase of four and a half million 
ounces of silver or so much thereof as 
may be offered monthly at a price not ex- 
ceeding $1 for 371.25 grains, but contains a 
proviso requiring the purchase iff any event 
of not less than 2,000,000 ounces in any one 
month and continues the operation of the 
existing law respecting the issue of gold 
and silver certificates on deposite of coin. 
Mr. Perkins made a strong argument in sup- 
port of the minority view. He declared that 
the Windom biil, even as modified, when ren- 
dered into plain Engiish, meant demonetiza- 
tion of silver. It was a delusion, and 80 far 
from relieving the present stringency in the 
circulating medium would make matters 
much worse. 

Representative Cannon, alsoa member of 
the caucus committee, thought that the 
House bill was the measure best calculated 
to meet present necessities, and moved that 
it be adopted by the caucus. 

The discussion ran on until half-past 11, 
when finally the entire subject was recom- 
mitted to the caucus committee without 
instructions. It became evident from several 
votes on minor propositions taken during 
the debate that the Republican members are 
opposed to the Windom bill in the propor- 
tion of two to one. The committee will re- 
port to another caucus to be held Wednes- 
day night.

CERVENY WAS NOT LIBELED. 


The Court Says the “News” Needn’t Pay 
for Calling Him an Anarchist. 

The Chicago Daily News won, in the Appel- 
late Court, the case begun against it by Vlad- 
imir Cerveny, who sued it for libel, claiming 
$25,000 damages. Mr. Cerveny is a Bohe- 
mian, living in what is now the Terth Ward, 
who ran on the Republican ticket for the 
position of oue of tne County Commissioners 
from the West Division. He was defeated 
in his politacal aspirations, and claimed that 
an article in the News saying that he was an 
„Anarchist, hot-headed and fiery,” had de- 
feated him at the polis. His suit was begun 
and his declaration filed about eight weeks 
ago, and it came up almost immediately on 
a demurrer by the News in which it was 
claimed that calling a man an Anarchist was 
not libel. Judge Tuthill so held, and an ap- 

was taken to the Appellate Court. 

udge Gary, who decided the case for the 

upper court, agreed with Judge Tuthill He 
says: 

The declaration of Cerveny, after setting out a 
history vf events which may be found narrated 
in Spies vs. The People, and the execution of 
the sentence as to part of the convicted persons, 
avers that calling the appellant an Anarchist 
meant that he was a person who entertained 
opinions andjdoctrines opposed to the mainte- 
nance of law and order and subversive of govern- 
ment and in favor of the overthrow of society as 
then existing by revolution or force. 

No actual or special damage is alleged. The 
difficulty that is met on the threshold of the case 
is that, if it be libelous to impute to any one the 
holdmg of opinions with whatever historical pre- 
face as to misconduct of persons holding the 
same opinions, there is scarcely a sect 
or part in religion or politics in 
the Ol World or the New that a 

laintif! may not be at liberty to bring before a 
— for a condemnation or —— ot its opin- 
ions. There is no precedent for such action. It 
is true that definitions by Judges and text-writers 
seem to be authority for it, but they are sup- 

rved by no adjudged cases. The nearest that 
ave been found are Stow vs. Converss, 8 Conn., 
, and Giles vs. State, 6 Ga, 276. In the first of 
these cases the libel was that the plaintiff. ina 
constitutional convention of the State of Con- 
necticut, “ openly avowed the opinion that gov- 
ernment had no more right to provide by law for 
the support of the worship of the Supreme B 
than for the support of the worship of the Devil. 
And the court says: ~ A sentiment so irreverent 
toward the Creator and Governor of this world 
and so analagous to the modes of thinking habit- 
val to unbelievers ana profligate men would dis- 
grace any person who was not a professed infi- 
del.“ 

There is more of the opinion in the same 
strain, which seems to make the sting of the 
libel consist in imputing opinions to the plaintiff. 
But the libel in fact charged, not an opinion, but 
an act—speech in a deliberative assembly —upon 
the plainuffl. Sothat whatever might be the 
authority in Iilinows in 1880 of a Connecticut 
case touching religious opinions, decided in 1820, 
itis not in fact applicable to a case where 
opinions only are imputed. 

In the Georgia case the construction placed 
upon the words is shown by this language of 
Judge Lumpkin: 

“ But the enormity of the libel stops not here. 
As if to involve its victim in the lowest depths 
of infamy and disgrace he is accused not only of 
being a Tory in the War of the Revolution, 
Dut with having been punished in the most ig- 
nominious manner for the robberies which he 
then committed. When the name of Washington 
shall have grown old and cold to the patriot; 
when it shall be synonymous with that of Arnold; 
when the poles of the earth shall be swung 
round ninety degrees to a coincidence with the 
equator, then and not before will it come to be 
libel to call a man a plundering Tory of the Rev- 
olution." * 

This decision was made in 1848. I know not 
which most to admire, the eloquence of Judge 
Lumpkm or the patriarchal longevity of the 
Georgian which made him susceptible to injury 
after two-thirds ot a century had passed since 
the surrender of Cornwallis by imputations upon 
his conduct during the War of the Revolution. 
Bat leaving that dodbt unsettled the case is no 
authority for this one. The demurrer was rightly 
sustained and the judgment is affirmed. 

Cerveny’s lawyer said he would appeal to 
the Supreme Court. 


MISTAKES MADE BY MINISTERS. 


The Rev. Dr. Hatfield Points Out What He 
Considers a Few of the Errors. 

The Rev. Dr. Hatfield read a paper at the 
weekiy meeting of the Methodist ministers 
yesterday,in which he severely criticised 
the following tendencies “which are becom- 
ing more and more manifest ta the church of 
late.” First, on the part of the puipit, to 
minimize the terrors of the law for evil-doers 
and mitigate the wrath of God and the aoc- 
trine of post-mortem punishment; second, 
to take people into the church upon 
profession of a faith which has 
not deen preceded by a genuine 
repentance; third, to meglect the eniorce- 
ment of discipline; fourth, to boast of the 
work of the church and its growth as a de- 
nomination; fifth, tne readiness of preach- 
ers to scramble for offices that will take 
them out of the pastorate. In a general way 
Dr. Hattieid also deprecated the practice of 
marrying persons who have been divorced 
for reasons insufficient in the eyesof the 
church, and tne desire of preachers to dabbie 
in the pulpit ia current, social, or political 
questions rather than to deal with the Gos- 
pel. Healso spoke against tne practice of 
allowing children to receive the sacrament— 
Children who did not and could not be ex- 
pected to understand that institution of the 
church.

M’ABEER’S ASSESSMENT SCHEME, 


It Meets with Unfavorable Treatment at a 
Committee Meeting. 


Ald. McAbee’s resolutions favoring an in- 


creased assessment of property in the towns 
constituting the city were rather roughly 
handled yesterday by the Council Committee 
on Local Assessments. The committee was 
not considered important by the Democratic 
Aldermanic caucus, and so one of the anti- 
ring Democrats was plaved at the head of it 
and was given ten Republicans for associ- 
ates. One of these Republicans, Horn, at 
yesterday’s meeting told some plain truths 
about the McAbee plan. He said it was in- 
tended mainly to give the Democratic Ad- 
ministration further opportunity to put adai- 
tional loafers and idlers og the pay-roll. In 
his ward, he said, the city employés 
did@ nothing but hang around the Sa- 
loons. Three men spent three weeks 
working on 4 culvert in the 
ward, although the job could easily have 
been done in two days. The laziness, shift- 
lessness, and lack of ability of the city force 
of street workers, Aid. rn said, was a 
scandal. Ald. Martin corroborated Horn 
and other Aldermen held that the Council 
had nothing whateoever to do with the assess- 
ments. Sothe resolution was sent to the 
Law Department for an opinion. The Ad- 
ministration has now a chance to reply to 
Aid. Horn. 

About a dozen bidders for the street scay- 
engering contract crowded around the Cor- 
poration Counsel’s office last evening wait- 
ing for an opinion on the question sub- 
mitted by the Health Department. Mr. Dar- 
row gave it as his opinion tum the safest 
course for the city to adopt was to let the 
contract to the lowest bidder, no matter how 
low his bid, and hoid his bondsmen account- 
able for the work.

Miller received 
$150,000 and a certain numberof trust certifi- 
cates, but he says that Mr. Cummings’ prophecy 
about the great superiority of trust stock over 
the Town of Lake Gas company was never 
realized, and Mr. Miller’s bili alleges that Mr. 
Cummings knew his statements were untrue, and 
it would have been a much more profitable in- 
vestment had he retained control of the Town of 
Lake company. This is the suit in which Frank 
Collier fought the Gas Trust so bard that his 
work on it prostrated him and aided in finally 
sending him to the asylum. Hundreds of pages 
of testimony were taken before a master and 
will be read on the retrial.

“ A Drop of Poison.” 

It was the first time the play was ever 
given in English, and, despite the disadvan- 
tages of the occasion, it not only pleased the 
spectators, but won their affections. For. 
while it is simplicity itself in plot, and is 
dashed here and there with cynicism, it has 
an honest purpose that appeals without ef- 
fusion to every heart; and, without peing 
preachy, it strengthens the faith of every 
auditor in human nature. 

The kernel of the story lies in the attempt 
ofa man of the world to draw within his 
power a marri woman who instinctive 
dislikes him. fie tries to put her under pond 
ligations to him by offering to avert a slander 
which threatens her father’s good name. 
She scornfully rejects his offer. At last 
when this woman and her family 
are at thé point of humiliation and 
ruin the Baron von Mettenborn dis- 
covers the means of vindicating them 
and places the proofs in Hertha’s hands. 
The gratitude that rewards him is of a nature 
altogether unexpected. It overpowers, dis- 
mays, and shames. him. Hertha begs his 
pardon for the unreasonable dislike she 
always bore him; hails him as the benefactor 
of her family, and teils him he will always 
have a place at their fireside. He receives 
her thanks abashed before the innocence 
which has failed to see 
duct the evil motive. 
tween the two is particulariy affecting. 
The different personages are ail at place, and 
the Baron informs Hertha aside of his inten- 
tion to leave Berlin forever. She presses 
bim to stay, assuring him that he is certain 
to win some good woman’s love. He tells 
her that he is already in love. All the greater 
reason he should stay, she urges. But, he 
adds, the woman of his love is married. 
She looks at him sadly, not even sus- 
pecting then that she is the 
onject of his affections, and counseis 
him to go. The remainder of the play 
is somewhat conventional, but pleasing; and 
the wit of the dialogue shines through the 
mist of English. There is an episode in Dr. 
Ranke’s conduct in A Doll's House“ which 
resembles the central idea of “A Drop of 
Poison -u.: the influence of a pure wom- 
an on à depraved man, but it seemed to es- 
cape the perception of American playgoers. 
The beauty of the idea, however, and its 
lesson are so detiniteiy developed by Blumen- 
thal that it cannot fail to impress anyone 
who witnesses ** A Drop of Poison.“ 

CAPABILITIES OF THE PEOPL#. 

Miss Shaw was careful and adequate, as 
was to be expected of so experienced an act- 
ress. She was fine at the close of Act 2, 
when fervor without declamation was neces- 
sary m reproaching her cowardly social ac- 
quaintances. In comedy, too, she was bright, 
and won the cordial good-will of the audi- 
ence. One thing was lacking, and it 1s some- 
thing no skill can supply. It is distinction 
of person and manner. This charm she does 
not possess; it is something beyond skill and 
beyond good-nature, and without it success 
as u star seems doubtful. 

Mr. H. B. Conway showed himself as the 
Baron an actor of reposeful, incisive meth- 
ods. When better acquainted with his part 
he will take tne honors of his cast. Mr.

Tur stocks of grain in Chicago elevators 
last Saturday evening were 4,156,659 bushels 
ef ‘wheat, 6,009,344 bushels of corn, 1,022,896 
bushels of oate, 578,430 bushels of rye, and 
162,256 bushels of barley. Total, 12,529,585 
bushels of all kinds of grain, against 13,482,300 
bushels a year ago. For the same date the 
Secretary of the Chicago Board of Trade 
states the visible supply of grain in the United 
States and Canada as 24,512,952 bushels of 
wheat, 17,855,182 bushels of corn, 3,820,923 
bushels of oats, 1,046,258 bushels of rye, and 
911,017 bushels of barley. These figures 
are smaller than the corresponding ones a 
week ago by 1,634,479 in wheat and 2,670,433 in 
corn. The vyisibie suppiy of wheat for the 
corresponding week a year ago decreased 
231,546 bushels. 


One thing alone will interfere with the 
sleight-of-hand method of freeiisting sugar, 
and that is the payment of the direct bounty 
to the Louisiana planters. If they are to 
have $40 aton for fifteen years in order to 
guarantee them good profits, agricuiturists 
who grow’ wheat, oats, and corn will insist 
on bounties from the Treasury for their 
products. A bounty on oats fixed at the 
same amount as on sugar would be a great 
benefit to the farmers in the Northwest and 
would help them out wonderfully. Their 
complaint now is precisely the same as that 
of the Louisiana planters if sugar is put on 
the free list—viz.: that without a Treasury 
bounty they cannot get remunerative prices 
for their grain. If the Louisiana sugar 
planters are to be helped out of the Treasury 
why not also the growers of corn, wheat, 
and oats? Are ex-Confederate sugar-grow- 
ers to have bounties while the hard-pressed 
Unionist farmers of the North get none! 
Western Congressmen who vote to pay 
bounties on Louisiana sugar can bet their 
precious lives they will have to answer ques- 
tions like these when they take the stump 
next fall as candidates for reélection and un- 
dertake to defend the McKinley bill. 


“BULLDOZING THE SUPREME COURT.” 

The spoilsman knows no party. He marches 
under the flag of some political organization, 
but he does so not because of its principles 
but because it may help him to'get control of 
the expenditure of publicmoneys. All spoils- 
men are friends and actin common. Osten- 
sibiy bitter enemies, they are really intimate 
allies. Taxe the Drainage act as an illustra- 
don. 

When it passed and was ratilied by the 
people the machine men of both parties were 
for it. They were so interested in it that 
they took charge of the nominating con veu- 
tions of both organizations. They acted in 
perfect harmony. One side put up Coy, the 
other matched him with Gahan. With the 
prospect of handling twenty or more millions 
before them the spoilsmen went into the 
election passionately devoted to the law. 

But they were defeated and Trustees who 
had been nonmnated on the unwelcome plat- 
form of economy and honesty were elected. 
Then the spoilsmen began to hate where they 
had loved, and they set to work to defeat 
the law, so that a new oue might be enacted 
which would give them another chance to 
handle the cash. They rigged up a dummy 
to fight the law and they hired lawyers to 
plead forhim. But their arguments were 
not as strong as those on the other side, and 
therefore it was felt to be necessary to bring 
alittle pressure to bear on the Supreme 
Court. 

Of the three machine newspapers of this 
city it tell to the lot of the oldest one, and 
the one which braggea the most of its re- 
spectability and reliability, to begin the at- 
tack. It did so by telling the Jud ges that it 
was “decidedly desirable that their decis- 
ion should be adverse to the law.“ and that 
it it were to be submitted to the voters of 
“the district again it would be rejected. The 
‘“*Supreme Court should give the taxpayers 
“relief from their error.” It had been 
“discovered,” said the paper, that there 
„as not much need for the channel, that it 
“would cost more than was expected, and 
“ that the construction of the Hennepin Canal 
“by the Federal Government would give re- 
„lief.“ For these reasons the said concern 
called on the Supreme Court to upset the law 
and kill it. 

These reasons, however, are not appeals to 
the intelligence of the Judges but to their 
sympathies or their hopes or fears. They 
are to decide whether the law is constitu- 
tional, not whether the work is necessary. 
Were every one of the 70,000 taxpayers who 
voted for the law last November to repudiate 
it now, that would not justify the Judges in 
rejecting it. if there were no good legal 
grounds for doimg so. The only object of 
such talk was to let the Judges know that 
they Will be unpopular if they sustain the 
law, even though under their oaths they can- 
not do otherwise. 

Against such thinly veiled threats of pop- 
ular displeasure Tue Trisvuns protested. It 
did not want the law declared invalid be- 
cause Congress might build the Hennepin 
Canal. If set aside at all, it wanted it done 
only on legal grounds, and it pointed out 
that only by the court holding that it was not 
im the power of the Legislature to create 
a sanitary district could it de en- 
tirely knocked out. It was unabie to 
see, however, how the Judges could 
reach a conclusion which would be equiva- 
lent to saying thata million people could not 
be given the power to protect their drinking 
water from pollution. But if such a decision 
were made it would have to stand—for 
Judges hate to reverse the mselves—til! a new 
court was elected—which might take ten 
years or twenty, as the composition of Su- 
preme Courts rarely change during lifetime. 

Thereupon the two other spoils papers— 
one Republican, one Democratic—rusnh to the 
support of their confederate brother whom 
they sent out to begin the fighting. As they 
talked the matter over privately and agreed 
on a blau of campaign before they printed 
their editorials they naturally talk after tne 
same fashion. Each protests vehemently 
against any “bulldozing of the Supreme 
Court — a “buildezing” which their col- 
league began. 1 

The Democratic spoils sheet proceeds to in- 
form the judges that tne Drainage law, 
Which it wishes them to pass on with un- 
biased and impartial judgment, was hastily 
“ conceived, hastily passed, hastily signed, 
„ hastily adopted. The election under it was 
“hastily held. It involves colossal taxa- 
“tion.” But these things, even if true. as 
they are not, have nothing to do with the 
constitutionality of the law. So why hold 
them up to the court! For no other object 
than to make the Judges believe that the 
law is now an unpopular one, and therefore 
should be destroyed. This is a shameful 
course, and all the moreso because accom- 
panied by language about the court being 
entitled in decency. during the pendency 
“of the case to freedom from the bullying

using public journals as biudgeons.” And 
then this virtuous paper remarks: “If the

Thore is not, however, a word of rebuke of 


the conduct of its evening colleague when it 
tells the Judges how they will add to tneir 
popularity by killing the law. On the con- 
trary it comes to its aid with a suggestion. 
The attack was begun on grounds which had 
nothing to do with the constitutionalty of 
the law. The morning -spoilsman supplies 


that deficiency, saying: 

The statute may be defective in one or more 
particulars and stili be valid and sound funda- 
mentally, or. on the other hand, it may rest on 
an unsound basis. The bottom idea is the cre- 
ation of a new municipality—a wheel within a 
wheel—with power to levy taxes and incur debts. 
It was the opinion of eminent lawyers that such 
legislation would be consistent with the Cousti- 
tution, but that is a question for the Supreme 
Court to settle. An adverse decision on that 
point wouid be fatal to the whole plan. 


If it were in favor of the law it would 
know that that is a point which the Supreme 
Court has settled. That court has said: 


There is no prohibition against the creawon by 
the Legislature of every conceivabie description 
of corporate authority, and when created to en- 
dow them with all the faculties and attributes of 
other preéxis corporate authorities. Thus 
there is nothing in the Constitution to prevent 
the Legislature from placing the Fire Depart- 
ment of Chicago under the control of an author- 
ity which may be constituted for such purpose by 
the vote of the people and endow it with power 
to assess and collect. taxes for its support. 


A friend of the law would quote arguments 


for u, not against it. It is true that this spoils 


paper was, as it says, for the adoption and 
the passage of the law, but it changed its 
mind when Coy fell, and the law has now no 
bitterer enemy. So, under the thin pretense of 
defending the Supreme Court from imaginary 
intimidation, it is doing its best to induce 
that tribunal to break down tbe law, that 
Coy ana Gahan may have another chance. It 
is saying to the Judges: Go ahead and 
“knock the law out on the point we have 
„furnished you, and we, along with our two 
“colleagues, will defend you against any 
“hostile criticisms which may follow. Be of 
good cheer—the machine is with you.“ 


SINGULAR TARIFF MANIPULATIONS. 

Early in the present session of Congress it 
was announced that in dealing with the du- 
ties on sugar the Republicans would content 
themselves with a reduction of one-half. 
This seemed reasonable in every way. The 
existing duties average 80 per cent, which is 
altogether too much. A cut of one-half the 
duty would leave 40 per cent duty, which is 
enough for fair protection and would retain 
27 of the 54 millions of revenue derived from 
saccharine imports. Sugar is the greatest 
revenue producing article on the dutiable 
list, and the entire repeal of the tax did not 
seem advisable when a reduction of one-half 
would break the Refiners’ Trust monopoly 
and secure to consumers the benefits of fair 
competition between refiners and importers. 
After refusing for a long time to make the 
reduction promised or any. that would amount 
to more than 30 per cent, the McKinley com- 
mittee at the last moment went to the other 
extreme and reported in favor of freelisting 
all sugar below No. 16 and to compensate the 
Louisiana planters for their lost protection 
by paying them a bounty of $40 a ton. 
This sudden determination to make sugar a 
source of expense instead of revenue to the 
Government seemed singular, but the more 
it is investigated and considered the plainer 
it becomes that the purpose in freelisting 
sugar was not to reform the tariff or correct 
its inequalities but to interpose a barrier in 
the way of any further reducuons of duties 


on the necessaries of life. 


The repeal of tne duties on sugar would 
destroy the greatest single source of revenue 
the Treasury now has in the entire tariff list 
and would cost the Government an annual 
loss of $54,000,000, Not only so, but tne 
bounties to be paid the Louisiana planters at 
the rate of $40 per ton on 190,000 tons of 
domestic production would call for $7,600,000 
more. Add to this the loss of some $13,000,- 
000 proposed on tobacco and the cut in the 
annual revenues made by these changes 
alone will amount to over $75,000,000. The 
Treasury is not in a condition to stand such 
a loss as that in view of the heavily in- 
creased appropriations for pensions and pub- 
lic buildings. Having cut sugar and tobacco 
in a way to reduce revenue $75,000,000 per 
annum, McKinley & Co. think they have the 
door open to deal with other schedules of the 
tariff in the direction of higher duties for 
the benefit of special interests and monop- 
olies, Seeking to make up tor the enormous 
revenues lost on sugar and tobacco and ques- 
tionable bounty-paying they propose to ad- 
vance taxes on woolen goods, on glassware 
and crockery, on linen, on tin-plate, paper- 
pulp, and scores of other articles vf neces- 
sity. With one hand McKinley and ‘this as- 
sociates put on articies of common necessity 
an increased tax amounting to as much as 
that taken by the other from sugar and to- 
bacco. In this method of how-not-to-do-it 
tariff reform ends with higher taxes on the 
people and the grasp of monopoly tighter 
than before. 

The extreme action taken in wholly repeal- 
ing the sugar duties makes necessary a 
pretty general pushing up of other taxes for 
the benetit of trusts. In consequence of such 
action it seems easy to grant the demands of 
the special interests which have been hound- 
ing the Ways and Means Committee for 
„private snaps’? and monopolistic privileges 
which they want coddled by the new Tariff 
Dill. 


THE FIGHT OFF, 

There is now no longer any dangerof a hos 
tile meeting between Grover Cleveland and 
Dr. Dana. The former denies that he used 
the intemperate language attributed to him. 
All that was intended for publication, he 
says, was contained in the first fourteen lines 
of the article. The inference is that when he 
spoke of Mr. Dana as a senile old thief and 
lar it was only intended for the ears of the 
interviewer alone and not for the other quar- 
ter of a million of World readers, The World 
comes to the ex-President’s rescue as follows: 

The interview with ex-President Grover Cleve- 
land published in the World of Thursday last has 
excited considerable comment in the press 
throughout the country. Newspapers fnendly 
to Mr. Cleveland have generally regarded it as a 
natural and justifiable outbreak of indignation 
alter six or seven years of gross personal abuse 
by a malignant enemy. Others who are political 
opponents of the ex- ident have spoken of it 
as undignified and unbecoming a man in his po- 
sition. Many have remarked the vehemence of 
some of the expressions ana have doubted the 
correctness of the report. 

After a thorough investigafion we are satisfied 
that all Mr. Cleveland said for publication of a

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THE PAPAL UTTERANCES. | 

The Supreme Pontiff is in an unusually 
talkative mood. He has granted audience to 
a reporter and given out his sentiments for 
newspaper publication, and followed this up’ 
by a harangue not much above the dignity 
of a stump speech to several thousand 
Italian pilgrims. In the one case the Pontiff 
was profuse in compliments to this country, 
in the other case he was equaily profuse in 
expressions of distike and hatred for the 
Government of own country. 

The address to the Italian, so-called pil- 
grims, though made amid impressive en- 
vironments and in the presence of a large 
number of dignitaries of the church, was 
not only queruious but bitter belligerent 
in tone towards the Italiun Government. It 
repeated the old complaints so often made 
by himself and his predecessor, but with 
more of personal hatred, and evidently with 
the purpose to inflame the minds of outside 
Catholics and of the lower and ignorant 
classes of Italians against their Government. 
It was an injudicious and sophistical utter- 
ance, the only effect of which can be to in- 
crease the bitterness which the intelligent 
Italian majority feels towards the Papal 


power and to still further estrange it from 


the church. The Pope began his assault 
upon the Italian Government with a direct 
misrepresentation of its attitude. He said: 


Among the grave solicitudes of the apostolic 
ministry which we exercise one of the bitterest 
and most poignant is that which concerns the con- 
dition of the church in Italy and the faithful Ital- 
ian people. The war which the Satanic hatred 
ot parties wages against the Catholic religion is 
openly sustained here by the pee powers, 
which have declared in favor of these parties. 
It is sufficient to record the articles of the new 
penal code against the clergy. It is a continua- 
tion of the war which was commenced by tne de- 
struction of the sovereignty of the Pontiffs, and 
which all along its course manifests itself more 
and more in the intentions of the agitators—that 
is to say. ma war made without truce against 
religion and against the Church of Jesus Christ. 


In this statement of tne situation the Pope 
has misrepresented the real issue, and evi- 
dentiy with a purpose. The Italian Govern- 
ment has never opposed religion or the 
spiritual authority of the Pope. Religion isa 
question of morals involving the relations of 
man to his Maker and hisfellow-men. From 
this point of view the King of Italy may be 
as good a Christian and Catholic as the Pope 
himself. A majority of the intelligent Ital- 
ian people support the Government, although 
they are Catholics. From the day Italy was 
freed from ecclesiastical politics twenty 
years ago to the present time its Government 
has never antagonized religion. it has re- 
sisted political theology and ecclesiastical 
usurpations upon the State. It has de- 
manded that “the things which are Cesar’s 
shall be rendered unto Cesar.’’ It bas an- 
tagonized efforts of tne Pope to interfere 
with secular matters and to dictate political 
policies and control the secular affairs of the 
nation. This is nota Satanic hatred of re- 
ligion“ or a war against “the Church of 
Jesus Christ.” It is simply opposition to po- 
litical ecclesiasticism and manly resolve that 
Italy shall be governed politically by its po- 
litical rulers dnd not by its spiritual teach- 
ers. : 


ONLY HALF A MILLION SHEEP LEFT IN 
IOWA, 

The report of the lowa State Agricultural 
Society for the last year states that there are 
now only 540,700 sheep in the State. The 
falling off in the flocks last year amounted to 
the. large number of 68,252 head. Heavy as 
that loss seems it is no greater than the av- 
erage for tne last twenty years, which not- 
withstanding the steady maintenance of high 
protecuon have been remarkable for shrink- 
age among the flocks in lowa. The fact is 
that land in Iowa is too valuable to be de- 
voted to sheep-growing for wool. No ad- 
vance in the market price of tne fleece that 
Congress may force by raising the duties on 
woolen manufacturers will do any good or 
anything but harm. Wuen the present tariff 
was adopted in 1867 Iowa had 2,399,425 sheep 
—more than it ever had afterwards and four 
times as many as are left now. In 1867 the hogs 
in Iowa were assessed at $1,483,245 and sheep 
at $2,184,476, but after twenty years of high 
protection for sheep and none for hogs tne 
value of the former had fallen to $277,489 
and that of the latter had risen to $2,852,530. 
The hogs in Iowa were worth only half 
as much as the sheep when the high duty 
was placed on wool, But twenty years later 
were valued at ten times as much. In the 
ten years from 1870 to 1880 the woolen facto- 
ries in lowa were reduced from eigh ty-five 
to thirty-four, and there are fewer now. 
Sheep are now kept in that State for mutton, 
not for fleece, and the pelt or woolis merely 
a by-product to be sold for what it may bring. 
The wretchediy mistaken policy of taxing 
raw materials has greatly crippled woolen 


manufacturing ia Iowa, and with it sheep . 


husbandry has declined. Iowa, in common 
with all the Northwestern States, shows the 
disastrous consequences of an attempt to 
protect any agricultural product which is a 
raw material of manufacturing and which 
must be mixed with the products of other 
countries to be used to ad vantage. For every 
dollar the handful of wool-growers of Iowa 
get out of the duties on wool they lose ten 
on the extra cost of their clothing and blank- 
ets. 


WAR BETWEEN RUSSIA AND CHINA, 7 

The London Financial Times thinks a war 
between China and Russia can no longer be 
regarded as improbable, and intimates that 
such a contest would in the long run be 
highly beneficial to the people of the 
“ Flowery Kingdom.” It only requires about 
one more contest with a European Power, 
and some further loss of prestige as well as 
of territory, to force upon the Chinese official 
mind the unwisdom of the exclusive policy 
it has pursued during the last three centuries 
while Europe has achieved most of what has 
been accomplished in the way of civilization. 
When the people living south of the Great 
Wall have once awakened to the absolute 
necessity of joining in the onward march 
they will probably be all the more active 
for the long delay. Their teeming millions 
and countiess square miles will be ready and 
anxious to welcome the approach of foreign 
capitalists, and the latter will find profitable 
employment for their surplus wealth until 
China becomes sufficiently powerful to torm 
a menace to the older civilization. The mere 
scare of war has already told strongly against 
the old-time Mandarin exclusiveness, and for 
some time to come railroads and a silver 
coinage are likely to be themes for popular 
discussion in Pekin. Possibly the impétus 
thus given will prove sufficient to. set in mo- 
‘tion tne ball of reform, even though Russia 
do not force an armed conflict, and it is not 
too much to suppose such a war may be 
averted by adequate preparations for the- 
struggie. It woula not be the first time Rus- 
sia has assumed the pacific attitude on find- 
ing the other party was ready for the strug- 
ale. With China and Africa opened up by 
railroads to the spread of modern ideas and 
the revolution in methods which follow in 
their wake the world will be a very different 
one from that of Columbus. If that shall be 
accomplished within the next hundred years 
the lapse of five centuries will include a 
much bigger part of the real history of the 
world than gia ail the rest of the time that |

(PARNELL AGAINST BALFOUR. 


He Moves the Rejection of the Irish Land- 
Purchase Bill. 

Loxpox, April 21.—In tne House of Com- 
mons today Mr. Parnell moved that the Irish 
Land Purchase bill be rejected by the House. 
Speaking in support of his motion, he said 
that the measure justified the claims the 
Nationalists made nine years ago. He wel- 
comed Mr. Balfour as the latest recruit to the 
ranks of the land reformers. While accept- 
ing the Government’s recognition of the prin- 
ciple of the land for the people, Mr. Parneli 
declared that he could not admit that the 
bill was a satisfactory solution of the land 
question. The initial question was bow far 
the British taxpayer would go in iending 
creait to the Irish landlord. s experience 
gained by the discussion of Mr. Gladstone's 
Lana bill in 1886 showed that the taxpayer 
would not go far enough to finally settle tne 
land difficuity. The present bill was meant 
simply to enable one-ninth of the owners of 
land in treland—these being the larger ab- 
sentee landlords—to sell out at exorbitant 
prices, leaving their poorer resident brethren 
in the lurch. 

Mr. Parnell objected to the bill on the 
ground that it dia not we for carrying 
out what it proposed, while it exhausted the 
only Irish credit available. The bili, he de- 
clarea, was unsafe to the imperial taxpayers, 
the guarantees and counter-guerantees it 
provided being illusory and insufficient. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Baltour's figures relief would 
be provided for only three-fourths of the 
tenants. 

Mr. Parnell further objected to the bill 
because it would exhaust the Irish credit 
without the consent of the Irish, and with- 
out any local control in the application of the 
money to be distributed,under the visions 
of the bill.

An English Court Ignores & Chicago Di- 
vorée—Foreign Notes. 

Loxpox, April 21.-—The suit for divorce 
brought by Mrs. Detcheoygen against her 
busband was decided in the Probate Divorce 
and Admiralty Division of the High Court 
of Justice today. The prisoner averred that 
she was married to the respondenf in the 
United States, but they had quarreled and 
separated.

ING TO QUIT WORK, 


Four of the Offenders Arrested—Two Other 
Non-Union Men Attacked — President 
Gompers of the Federation of Labor 
Talks on the Eight-Hour Movement— 
He Is Confident of Success—Rallroad 
Employes Organizing. | 

Some of the striking carpenters created 
considerable disturbance in tie nortnwest- 
ern part of the city yesterday afternoon. A 
delegation went to Thomas Olson's new 
building, at Erie and Bickerdike streets, and 
asked Severt Hanson, the foreman of the 
carpenter force, to stop the work. Hanson 
replied that as he was receiving 40 cents an 
hour and was working only eight hours he 
was satisfied. He refused to quit. The other 
workmen followed his example, The strikers 
then armed themselves with sticks and brick- 
bats and attacked the men. Olson called a 
patrol wagon, but before it arrived the strik- 
ers had knecked Hanson down and severely 
beat him with a scantling. The strikers were 
placed under arrést and locked up at the 
West Chicago Avetiue Station for disorderly 
conduct. They gave their names as Charles 
Waterstadt, Herman Kensha, and William 
Hintz. 

A crowd of the strikers attacked George 
and William Johnson, who were at work on 
a new building at No. 319 Armitage avenue, 
yesterday afternoon. Both men received 
slight scalp wounds. The North avenue 
patrol was called, but the strikers had fied 
before the police arrived. No arrests were 
made. 

RAILROAD-MEN CRGANIZING. 

There is to be a meeting in Chicago next 
month of representatives of different 
branches of the railroad service. The object 
is to bring about the long-desired federation 
of these workmen. “The conductors have 
organized recently,” said an old railroad-man 
yesterday. “The Order of Railway Con- 
ductors is net a labor organization in 
the ordinary sense of the term. 
The younger conductors, and especially 
those on the Western lines, have grown dis- 
satisfied and organized a new body, adopting 
the name Brotherhood of Rauroad Con- 
ductors. This brotherhood is a real iabor 
organization, and is heart and soul in favor 
of joming the federation which was con- 
cluded last fali between the firemen, brake- 
men, and switchmen. The question of its 
reception into this federation will be the 
subject for discussion at the coming meet- 
mg. The new brotherhood is wing rapid- 
ly and making great inro on the old 
Order of Railway Conductors. 

The Western and Eastern elements are 
at loggerheads in the engineers’ organizauon. 
The Brotherhood of Locomotive ineers, 
on the adviceof P: M. Arthur, has refused to 
join the federation. But the switchmen 
were deceived by the engineers at the time 
of the “@”’ strike, and so were the firemen. 
The engineers in the future will have to shift 
for themselves. The firemen are in the 
federation, keeping a good portion of the 
membership which otherwise would go to 
the engineers.“ 

DON'T LIKE THE COUNCIL’S ATTITUDE. 

The new Boss Carpenters’ and Builders’ 
Association met at No. 116 Fifth avenue last 
evening. It was claimed that the member- 
ship had reached 362, and that they could em- 
ploy over 4.000 men, There was a great deal 
of feeling displayed at the attitude of the 
Carpenters’ Council, whose members at first 
showed a Willingness to come to an under- 
standing with them by promising to arbitrate 
as soon as the new association could guar- 
antee the employment of 3,000 men, but had 
since tnen raised their demands ana were not 
satisfied with the efforts of the new associa- 
tion to satisfy the journeymen. The opinion 
was expressed that the union was only using 
the new association as a weapon to bring the 
old associawon to terms. 

The Arbitration Committee resigned in 
consequence and a new committee was 
elected consisting of J. W. Walker, Paul 
Mathieson, Eugene Brown, M. S. Lumou- 
reaux, and the Hon.“ W. H. Joseph Jaxson. 

A resolution was passed instructing the 
Arbitration Committee to inform tne Carpen- 
ters’ Council that the association had a mem- 
bership of 300 and could give employment 
immediately to 3,500 men, that they would 
agree to employ none but union men and pay 
union wages. 

Secretary Howard of the Carpenters’ 
Council stated yesterday that the council 
would not arbitrate with the new association 
until it could employ seven-eighths of the 
journeymen carpenters in the city. 

Several dispatches of encouragement were 
received by the strikers, among them one 
from P. J. McGuire, Secretary of the Brother- 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners, saying that 
the organization was able to sustain the 
strikers for an indefinite period. 

PRESIDENT GOMPERS IS CONFIDENT. 

Samuel Gompers, President of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, was in the cit 
yesterday, going on an early train Mil- 
waukee, where he addressed a meeting. He 
will speak at a mass-meeting in Battery D 
this evening. The Federation of Labor has 
a membership of about 680,000. 

„But that does not represent all of our 
backing in the present fight for eight hours,“ 
said Mr. Gompers yesterday. ‘* We have the 
1 active codperation of practi- 
cally all labor organizations in the country. 
We can count our forces as close upon 1,000,- 
000. The Knights of Labor are with us, too, 
I believe, and will give us their active sup- 


rt. 

18. The eight-hour day is coming. That is 
an assured thing. Our movement is gaining 
strength every day. We are prepared to 
hold out any length of time in our support o 
the carpenters of Chicago. Theyare the ad- 
vance guard. The Federation of Labor de- 
termined to introduce the eight-hour day 
and, not wishing to disturb business beyon 
what was inevitable, decided to confine the 
effort this year tothe building trades. The 
carpenters alone ia the building trades in 
Chivago have not got the eight-hour day, so 
they were selected toset the ball rolling. 
The miners will next be supported, and so on 
through the differect trades. 

“ The time is favorable. Since 1886 public 
sentiment bas changed considerably in our 
favor. At that time there was plenty of en- 
thusiasm but little organization. Those who 
belonged to unions were inexperienced. To- 
day there is less noise, but we are full of de- 
termination and have a well-disciplined army 
of union men.“

CAPTAINS AND PLAYERS WAKNED. 


They Must Not Question the Decisions of 
American Association Umpires. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 21.—President Phelps 
today issued the following: The attention of

* This habit of all players to argue with the 
umpire concerning decisions which he has made 
and which he cannot change will go very far to- 
ward creating disorder upon tne grounds and dis- 
satisfaction among the spectators, and I there- 
fore insist that the laws on this subject be strict- 
ly enforced.

TAE PERUVIAN NA ION AL DEBT. 


A New York Corporation te Assume the 
Liabilities of the Southern Republic. 

New Yor, April 21.—[Special.|—Word 
was received in this city today by ex-Mayor 
William R. Grace that the first issue of 
$7,500,000 debenture bonds of the Peruvian 
corporation had been all taken up. This cor- 
poration was formed for the purpose of as- 
suming the national debt of Peru, which 
amounts, with the defaulted interest, to $295,- 
000,000. The enterprise isone of the greatest 
financial schemes ever undertaken, and was 
largely brought about through ine 14 
and untiring efforts of Michael F. Grace 
brother of ex-Mayor Grace, and a member of 
the firm resident in Peru. 

The greater part of the Peruvian bonds are 
held in Engiand, and since the disastrous re- 
suit of her war with Chili in 1880 they nave 
been considered almost worthless. Negotia- 
tions have been carried on intermittentiy be- 
tween the bondholders and representatives 
of the Peruvian and Chilian Governments for 
five years, and success was achieved last 
winter only after surmounting the most gi- 
3 A protocol has been sigued 

y Chili, under which she restores the Lobos 
Islands to Peru and returns 80 per cent of 
the proceeds of the sales of guano since Feb- 
ruary, 1882. The concessions, though offered 
to the State of Peru, are really for the benefit 
of the bondholders, and are worth about 
$11,000,000. 

By the terms of the contract, which has 
been ratified by the Peruvian vernment, 
Peru is released from ali responsibilty for 
the loans of 1869, 1870, and 1872, nearly all of 
which was incurred in the construction of 
railways. The bondholders take the rail- 
ways for sixty-six years, complete them and 
operate them, after which they become again 
the property of the State. he ,ceded rail- 
ways are the Southern Peruvian system of 
more than 400 miles, representing an outlay. 
of nearly 67,000,000 sols; the central system, 
eighty-six miles in operation, representing 

000,000 sols; and the coast railways, 220 
miles in operation, with a number of exten- 
sions projected. ihe contract imposes on 
the. bondholaers the completing. of certain 
extensions under certain penaities. Among 
the concessions, besides the income from the 
railways, is the right to take 3,000,000 tons of 
guano wherever it can be found.
